J Gordin Kaplan, the University of Alberta's 
first Vice-President (Research), died on July 6, 
1988. He was a highly respected biochemist 
and an outspoken champion of the need for a 
science policy and increased research funding 
in Canada. Last April his contributions to the 
research and academic communities of 
Canada were recognized when the National 
Conference on University Research and the 
Future of Canada was held in his honor. 

Dr Kaplan joined the University in 1981 and 
proceeded to initiate technology transfer 
activities (these precipitated the creation of 
the Office of Research Services) and founded 
WISEST (Women in Scholarship, Engineering, 
Science and Technology), the Research Policy 
Committee and the Central Research Fund. 

He was also instrumental in introducing the 
prestigious Research Prize Awards and was 
closely associated with UNDO (University 
Nuclear Disarmament Organization). 


In 1987 Dr Kaplan left the vice-presidency but 
continued as a researcher and teacher. He 
was appointed University Professor in the 
spring of that year.

Mrs Baig, who now resides in New Delhi 
though she is a native of the Himalayas, has 
devoted much of her life to enhancing the 
welfare of children and women. She has led a 
number of national and international 
organizations whose mandate is the 
improvement of child welfare, including the 
International Union for Child Welfare (she 
was the first woman and first Asian to be 
elected to this Geneva-based organization) 
and the SOS Children's Villages of India, 
where she was successful in getting 
recognition for a new concept in institutional 
care of children. 

As Chair of Child Welfare Planning in the 
Third Five-Year Plan, Mrs Baig headed the 
first economic plan in India to include 
provision for specific programs to improve 
living conditions and opportunities for 
children. 


Among the numerous books and articles Mrs 
Baig has produced is India's Woman Power, a 
comprehensive study of the Indian woman 
and her values and goals. Her other writings 
include works on schooling, family planning, 
health policy and child labour. Mrs Baig is 
also a radio and television commentator both 
in India and abroad.

Degrees with Distinction 

The general University provision is 
that, at the discretion of the faculty 
concerned, the notation "With 
Distinction" is inscribed on the 
permanent record and graduation 
parchment of a candidate for any 
degree (except an honors or 
graduate degree), if the candidate 
has obtained a grade-point average 
of 7.5 or higher over the last two 
years of the program. 

Degrees with Honors 

Degrees with Honors are awarded 
in two classes, First Class Honors 
and Honors, to students in the 
Faculties of Arts or Science with 
approved qualifications, who follow 
a more concentrated course of study 
in a special field under 
departmental supervision and in 
accordance with the requirements of 
the faculty and department.

Universities began as small 
collections of scholars who worked 
together to preserve and advance 
knowledge. Students came to study 
with them and, in due course, an 
administrative structure arose to 
provide system and recognition for 
those studies.

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University Mace 




The University of Alberta Mace was 
designed and crafted specifically for the 
University as a gift from Dr Francis 
Phillip Galbraith, Chancellor of the 
University of Alberta from 1964 - 1970. 

It was presented by his son, Michael 
Galbraith, on behalf of his father on 
May 26, 1970. 

Among its elements: the Star of Saint 
Thomas Aquinas, the Patron Saint of 
Scholars; the Wild Rose of Alberta; the 
Maple Leaf; and the separate charges 
which make up the University's Coat of 
Arms. The University motto 
"Quaecumque Vera" ("Whatsoever 
things are true" Phil 4:8) encircles the 
staff. The Mace is made of sterling silver 
which was rhodium plated after the 
insertion of the various enamelled shields 
which make up its elements. A special 
electro-plate process was used to apply 
24 carat gold to other parts of the Mace. 

It was intended that the Mace should be 
modern in appearance but with medieval 
origins. The preponderance of visual 
weight at the top of the staff and the 
rather complex section through the 
metalwork at this point are reminiscent 
of the use of the mace as a weapon, 
defensive or aggressive. 

The Mace is carried before the 
Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, in 
procession and rests on its stand in full 
view of the assembly during 
Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace 
was a symbol of authority over life and 
death. Today it represents power — but 
the power of knowledge and the 
importance of the University in the 
community. 
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University Ceremonial Chairs 



The Chancellor's Chair 
was presented to the 
University of Alberta 
as a gift from the 1922 
graduating class. It is 
made of solid oak with 
a padded leather back 
and seat. Above the 
padded leather back is 
carved the University 
motto "Quaecumque 
Vera" together with 
the class year, 1922, 
and the University 
coat-of-arms. 

In 1987, the family and 
friends of Dr Charles 
Malcolm Macleod, 
Chairman of the Board 
of Governors from 
1950 to 1966, presented 
a memorial gift to the 
University of an oak 
stand for the 
University of Alberta 
Mace and two 
additional chairs for 
use by the President 
and the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors 
at Convocation. 
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Academic Dress 


The tradition of academic dress dates back to 
the early fourteenth century. Its origins seem 
to have been mainly ecclesiastical but partly 
functional. Since the early institutions of 
higher learning in England were run by and 
for the members of religious orders, clerical 
discipline prevailed, and tonsured heads and 
clerical garb were required. However, it is 
probable that long woolen gowns were 
considered necessary in any case to shield 
medieval scholars from the dampness and 
cold of the unheated buildings and that 
hoods were used to provide warmth to their 
shaven heads. 

The hoods or cowls of monastic orders, 
which in warm weather could be thrown 
back to fall between the shoulders, were 
superseded as headdress by the ecclesiastical 
calotte or skull cap, but were retained as a 
sort of cape. After the Reformation the 
clerical skull cap was replaced by the 
academic "round cap", a circular, velvet 
bonnet, which is still prescribed for higher 
degrees by a number of universities. The 
mortar board, the hard, square cap that is so 
commonly used as academic headdress 
today, evolved from the softer, more flexible 
"square cap" that was introduced in England 
in about 1490. 


From these early beginnings a code of 
academic dress gradually evolved. Colours 
were introduced in the borders and linings of 
the hoods to distinguish between degrees in 
different fields of study, and a variety of 
patterns of both gowns and hoods was 
developed to distinguish between different 
levels of degrees. 


Academic dress at the University of Alberta 
conforms to the customary Cambridge shape 
(a gown of black material falling below the 
knee with full sleeves cut to the elbow and 
terminating in a point). Hoods are of the 
Oxford pattern of spruce green material with 
a border for bachelors, and a full lining for 
masters and doctors of medicine and dental 
surgery, of the colour distinctive of the 
faculty.

Doctor's gowns and hoods (PhD and EdD) 
conform to the Intercollegiate Code in shape, 
size and colour, with velvet trim on the 
sleeves in either Philosophy blue for the 
PhD, or Education light blue for the EdD on 
a black gown. Doctor's of Laws wear a 
full-dress scarlet robe faced with white silk. 

Doctor's hoods are of black material to match 
the gown, and a full lining is of gold satin 
with a six-inch green satin chevron. The 
velvet trim distinguishes the two degrees 
and matches the velvet trim on the gown. 

Honorary degree hoods (LLD, DLitt and 
DSc) are of scarlet in the Cambridge form 
and have a full lining of white silk. 

The President of the University wears a 
green gown faced with gold braid trim and 
lining and a green mortar board with a gold 
tassel. The Chancellor and Chancellors 
Emeriti wear gowns of teal blue with silver 
trim and velvet mortar boards with silver 
tassels; the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors' gown is black with gold-braid 
trim and the mortar board has a gold tassel. 
The gowns of the three senior officials bear 
an embroidered crest of the University. 

University Governors and Senators wear 
stoles bearing the crest of the University over 
their gowns, gold faced for Governors and 
green faced for Senators. The University 
Registrar wears a green gown with gold trim 
on the sleeves. 

The University gratefully acknowledges the
